SYSTEMATIC BENEFICENCE. 

The Presbyterian Synod of New York Say 
That Contributions Have Fallen 
Off 20 Per Cent. 

Nkw York, Oct. 21. — Thie morning of 
tlie Bocond day's seaaion in Brooklyn of 
the Preabyterian Synod of New York 
was almost entirely taken up by the 
reiiding of tlio reports of the 'various 
committuca. Tbe report on EyBteniatic 
bonefifenco stntcd that subscriptions to 
all ol)jectB bad l)een $800,000 during the 
year, the largest ever known. This was 
nut entirely satisfactory, aa a marked 
falling ofr in ^ifta to tlie board was -no- 
ticed, which it was thought was duo to 
indillerence on tbo part of the pastors. 
With a gain of 10 per cent, of 
iiieiuberHhip in tlio synod in eight years, 
the gifts to tlie boards in the same perioti 
had fallen ofl" 20 per cent. Attention 
Wits called to several .chnrches which 
have received from $3,000 to .$10,000 a 
year for church expenseB wbich.faaTe 
failed to contribute to more tban two or 
three of the nine boards. The men had 
to wait six months for their 'salaries. 
The committee recommended that the 
order udoj)ted n year ago instructing the 
Presbyteries to iiKniire into the reason 
for the fRiluri) of tlio churcbeH to con- 
tributo to tlio boards be continued. The 
report was adopted.

I.ONDON, Oct. 22.— The Chronicle upon 
authority which it believes, uuquestion 
able, civestbe history of the formation 
and growth of the Franco-Russian alli- 
ance. 

" It was opened," eays tbe Chronicle, 
" by a military convention dated August, 
1800, of which General Olirutcheir was 
the chief . uthor, and which was lor de- 
fensive purposes. The next important 
event w;as the visit to Toulon of the 
Russian fleet in October, 1893, which 
was foUowcd by the actual signing of a 
treaty in December, 1893, the statefiineii 
chiefly concerned being M. Casimir 
Perier and M. Degiera. It is sinii)ly a 
military convemion, with special rol.a- 
tioii to the balance of power created by 
tbe iS ustro-German alliance, and lapses 
on the day the latter alliance comes to 
an end. It is purely defensive, and in 
no way agm-essive, and therefore could 
not be used for the recovery of Alsace- 
Lorraine. In fact, it is solely directed 
against a possible German attack, such 
as was made by Bismarck in 1875. 

"The treaty has been practically put 
in ojioration by fresh codicils, Jdating 
lirst with tbe scare based on the un- 
founded rei)ort that England intended to 
interfere in Morocco ; second with the 
Chino-Japanese war, and third with the 
Soudanexpedition.lu connection with the 
latter, it is believed that France has 
seiit two notes to England with Kussia's 
approval, displaying a desire to recur to 
the abornve Drummond- Wolff conven- 
tion of'vl^87, which proposed tbe British 
evacuation of Egypt and tbe tieutrali- 
zatiioii ojf the Suez canal, but which came 
toiiothing owing to French opposition." 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily 
News reports that be bears that tlie 
Czar's visit to Queen Victoria at Bal- 
moral resulted in Russia, France and 
Fnj^lahd atrriieing ujion tbe basis of a 
policy in .hiiian and China, while the 
Levjintine, .Mediterranean and African 
(luefetions are being arranged. "Tlie 
Czaj: wants tbe result obtained without 
bloodshed," says tlie correspondent, 
" and is supported by ' .aly and Austria. 
The .Sultan ia likely to die hard, but ho 
■will bOiObliged to yield." 

TiiQwittah-craiser Diadem was -suc^ 
cessfully launched at Gla^ow to-day. 
Slie is a ship of 11,000 tons, IDS' feet long 
and must snow a speed of knots an 
hour. Her armament will enable her to- 
fire 1,000 rounds of shot per minute. 

HavashiTadason, the ,Jii]iam'so min- 
ister to China, has been transferred by 
his government to St. Petersburg. Ra- 
tifications of the Cliino-Ja))ane8e com- 
mercial treaty were exchanged hero yes- 
terday, October 20. 

The Spanisli colony at Buenos .-Vyres 
has raised !f2,000,000 with which to pre- 
sent Spain with a new cruiser. 

A dispatch to tbe Times from Mel- 
bourne, Victoria, says that experts liave 
been sent to the United States by 
Queensland to report on the Texas fever 
in cattle which is identical with a dis- 
ease caused by a Queensland insect like 
a tick. 

A newspaper and magazine writer 
named ICulenlierg killed liis wife, three 
children and himself at Blacewitz, near 
this city yest(;rday, by ])Utting |)oi.sun in 
their food. He had bet:onie despondent 
and desperate thruugb bis increasitig 
litipoveriaiimeiit ami failure to obtain 
eniployniciit. 

Lady Tina Scott, against wliom the 
Old Bailey grand jury yesterday returned 
a true bill foe liaving criminally libelleil 
her son-in-law. Earl Russell, made ap- 
plication through counsel this morning 
for a postponement of her trial in order 
1 1 obtain time to consider what position 
her defence would take. Tlie prosecu- 
tion assented to the postponement, and 
the trial was jjut oil for a month. 

TOO RIDICULOUS FOR NOTICE. 

Minister TerriU Thus Characterizes the 
Report as to the "Bancroii:" Forc- 
ing the Dardanelles. 

Co.N.s'j'ANTi.N<)i-i,i:,Oi;t. 21.— Hon. A. W. 
Terrill, United States minister to Tur- 
key, lias given the Associated Press the 
first explicit and authorized statement 
from an official source regarding the nd- 
mission of U.S.S. Bancroft in the 
Levant to-day refuting tbe wild and un- 
founded Htalement circulated in tbo 
United States telegrapheil here, 
that llie Bancroft was instructed 
to proceed through the Dardanelles and 
to Constantinople in spite of whatever 
protest might be olfered by the Turkish 
authorities. When the iitteiiiioii of Mr. 
Terrill was called to the stury he said 
with emphasis, " The report tlnit the 
Bancroft will, under instructions, force 
tne Dardanelles ds too ridiculous for 
notice. The fact of the matter is I have 
not applied for the entry of a 
despatch boat to Oonstantitiople since 
February, so the statement that I 
have abandoned or withdrawn an appli- 
cation is entirely without foundation, I 
hnve not even mentioned' the subject of 
a dispatcli boat since that time. Thore- 
lalions between Turkey and the United 
States are cordial. No American has 
been Btioriliced during the massacres, 
and it is i:jiprobablo that the United 
States will depart from its traditional 
policy by meddling in the domestic af- 
fairs of Turkey. ' ' ' ' ' '

Canada Sends Two Wreaths for the 
Nelson CQlnnin in 
London.

London, Oct. 21. — A quiet celebration 
which, according to the French news- 
papers, was designed as an offset to the 
visit of the Czdr and Czarina to Paris, 
occurred in Trafalgar Square here to- 
day. It was the anniversary of the 
battle of Trafalgar, fought October 21, 
1805, when the British fleet, cuniposed 
of twenty-seven vessels under Admiral 
Nelson, defeated the combined French 
and Spanish fleets under Admiral Vil- 
leneuve and two Spaniiih admirals off 
Cai)e Trafalgar, south of Spain. 

During the past few days crowds of 
peujile have assembled daily about the 
Square watching the " steeple jacks" 
engaged upon the work of docoratingthe 
Nelson column, and to-day the monu- 
ment presented quite a gay appearance. 
The shaft was prettily entwined with 
garlands of laurel leaves, and the natur- 
ally grim appearance of the lions was 
considerably modified by the laurel 
leaves with which they were covered. 

In addition the plinth of the monu- 
ment was buried beneath beautiful floral 
wreaths sent by the .Naval League, a 
patriotic organization formed to stir up 
public sentiment as to the needs of the 
British navy, from political clubs, iron- 
clads and other war vessels, veteran ofTi- 
cers and patriotic associations. One 
wreath attracted particular attention. 
It 'was inscribed: " From the daughters 
and grandson of a midshipman aboard 
the Neptune at the battle of Trafalgar." 

While the celebration to-day was re- 
garded by the newspapers of France as 
being in line with the significant hint in 
connection with the Czar's visit to 
France, it is looked upon in certain cir- 
cles here as being more in the nature of 
a hint to Germany tihat Great Britain, 
in spite of the weakness of her army in 
early history, has been able to make 
herself respected in the past, for there is 
no doulit tlio taunts of German news- 
papers have aroused more real anger 
iiere recently than any political event or 
utterance for years past. 

Canada sent two wreaths to be depos- 
ited at the foot of the Nelson column. 
Ono came from the Toronto British 
League and the other from Victoria 
lodge Sons of England Benefit Society of 
Ontario, who state in a letter which ac- 
companies the wreath, " We take adeep 
and loving interest in the past history 
and present doings of Old England. "

Aniieuiaus Are Charged With As-

Allegations of Blackniailiug Made 
Against Them— Hostile Feel- 
ing Is Aroused. 



New York, Oct, 21. — A dispatch to the 
Hemld from Constantinople says: Ar- 
menians have added aesaseination to the 
crime of bomb throwing. Three or four 
days ago Cololian Adavis, an Armenian 
advocate in the service of the foreign 
oflice, received a letter from the Armen- 
ian committee, deiuanding £1,-100. This 
system of blackmailing has been widely 
and successfully applied by the Armen- 
ian anarchists with rich but unwilling 
Armenians. Cololian asked for police 
protection last evening. A little later 
there came a knock at his door which 
one of the policemen opened. One man 
immediately entered and was quickly 
followed by two others. The latter at- 
tacked tbe policeman, while the first be- 
gan to attack them from the front with 
a large knife. Nouri EfTendi, ono of tbe 
lioliceinen, was wounded with a knife, 
being well nigh disemboweled; the 
otlier, Mehmet, was stabbed twelve 
times. The doctor s.aya that Nouri Ef- 
fendi is gravely wounded and will prob- 
ably die. 

The news was at once conveyed to tbe 
Sultan, who was much grieved at this 
dastardly act of cowardice. The murder 
took place in Pankaldi street, near the 
military school. With nerves as highly 
strung as they are just now the feeling 
which this crime against law and against 
tbe protectors of citizens has aroused is 
most disastrous. There is also adeep 
aii(^' general disgust at the cowardly 
meiiiiR adopted. The murderers have 
not been arrested. A big reward has 
been offered for their capture and con- 
viction. 

Public spirit is aroused against the 
Armenians. The people are asking if 
Turks are to be murdered for protecting 
Armenians, what is to happen next. 
Noui'i tried to chase the Armenian ns- 
sasains until he had fallen unconscious 
and bleeding in tbe street. "Mesh- 
allah," he said, " it is God's will." 
Mehmet, who may pull through, said 
that after being attacked he fled upstairs 
and fell senseless on the first floor land- 
ing; from there he waa thrown out of 
the window and into tbe garden below, 
and thence by the Armenian watchman 
out into the street. The Sultan sent to 
the hospital a meeaage of sympathy and 
directed that he be kept constantly ac- 
quainted with tbe condition of the 
wounded men.

The owners of the Arnold group last 
^ week refused ^20,000 for their property, 
which inchided a cash payment of $-1,000. 
Arnold is in England at present trying 
to dispose of the property. 

The EschiiTige Gold Mining Company 
has been recently organized to develoj) 
the Exchequer and Cleopatra mineral 
;,j.iclalma on Give-out creek. The directors 
'. ff'ot this company are well-known Toronto 
i men. 

J The Hall Mines smeltor has been run- 
ning along smoothly for the paat week 
ll on Silver . King and Josie ore. During 
s '7 the first six days 738 tons of material 
' were run through the furnace producing 
50j.< tons of matte. The high brick 
chimney is now up 132 feet, and it is ex- 
! peoted that the remaining 35 or 40 feet 
/ will be linislied in eight or ten days. 
This chimney will probably bo the 
liigheat in Canada, the top of it being 
200 feet above the furnace. 

The first large sale of mining property 
on the north fork of Salmon was put 
through last week, when Craig and hia 
J co-owners in the Victoria group diaj)osed 
of the Victoria, Alberta, and JJaisy 
claims for 4:11,000. These claims are 
situated on Victoria mountain aix miles 
from the north fork. The purchaser, 
, who represents an English syudioate, 
paid $2,000 cash and has 90 days in 
{ which to pay the balance. 
I SSThe indications are that there will he 
1 no brisker or richer silver camp in West 
Kootenay, outside of the Slocan, than 
Trout Lake. Tlio discoveries made this 
year are all turning out well and the 
developed properties are proving tliem- 
seives mines. The lends are nowhere 
better deiiued, and the richness of the 
ore in silver, copper ami load ia away 
above the average. The Silver Cup peo- 
ple are calling for tenders for the build- 
. . ing of a rawhide trail from that prop- 
erty . to the Forks, a distance of six 
miles. 

The Eoulette group of five claims, on 
p>',-;,the north fork of Carpenter creek, has 
jfyf been sold to John Vallance and others. 
'4:^,<Eaatern American capital is behind the 
deal. Operations will be commenced at 
once to develop and crown grant the 
properties. A wagon road will be con- 
structed from Three Forks to the Roulette 
group as speedily as posaible. 

•J. M. Harris, one of the owners of the 
famous IXem mine, in a recent inter- 
view stated that all the mining camps in 
the Slocan are prosi)orous. " We have 
about 100 tons of Reco ore at Sandon, 
representing a value of about $10,000, 
and as much more in the ore house. 
We will hold it until after election, 
when we hope the price of silver will 
advance. It ia high grade, and will pro- 
bably run from 500 to GOO ounces silver 
and 60 per cent lead." 

J. C. Drewry, the Toronto Globe repre- 
sentative, has purchased a half interest 
in the group of claims on Rover creek 
owned by E. IT. Hughes and Charles 
Sherwood. The group comprises the 
Rover, Frank Florence and Sherwood 
claims, and upon the lirst two there is 
an immense iron cap showing. 

The Alexander syndicate this week 
secured a l)ond on tlio Commonwealth 
group of claims on Hooker creek owned 
by T. G. Proctor and \V. S. Drewry. 
There are three claims in the group and 
some $2,500 have been spent in develop- 
ment. The properties were bonded upon 
liie report of an expert named Fowler. 
The bond calls for $40,000 and requires 
an expenditure ^ of $8,000 within six 
months. There is a government trail to 
' the property which is eight miles back 
from Crawford bay. 

Nine men are working on the Carrie. 
Two drifts have been run from the bot- 
tom of the GO-foot sliaft. The east drift 
was run 12 feet, a win/o sunk 27 feet 
-and the work KtO[)ped until a pump is 
put in, as the winze became too wet for 
the men to work m. The best ore is in 
this drift. The west drift is in 55 feet. 
About 500 feet from the shaft, towards 
the west, a prospect shaft has been sunk 
with good results. It is the intention of 
the company to commence another sliaft 
about half way between this prospect 
>' hole and the present shaft. Negotiations 
v ■ are pending for a 150-ton concentrator 
and hoisting machinery. 

Lost Creek is the name given to one of 
the tributaries of the South Fork of the 
Salmon, u|)on which several lively look- 
insr prospectH have been located. Frank 
J'ldwards, a prospector who has s|«;nt 
some tinui in the tlislnct, ia urging its 
claiiiis to consideration and in a letter to 
theMinerof Kossliuid says : " Wlio has 
heard of Lost Creek, and the thousamls 
of tons of ijyrrhotite ores that are exjjos- 
■ . ed and lie on the Burface there? If you 
have not seen or heard of Jjoat Creek go 
and - see it. See the Ilidtlen 
'. ' Treasure mineral claim. The 
vein is seven feet wide and 
- runs through the entire claim. A shaft 
26 feet in depth is found all the way in 
solid ore. The Hard Pan has a fine 
showing and has the same vein aa the 
1 [iddeii Treasure. The shaft is in 15 
feet of solid ore. The Standard has also 
a fine showing. The vein is IS feet wide, 
quartz and iron. There are other show- 
ings eiiually as good if not better than 
the above named. In addition I would 
say that there are some locations in 
quartz that look well and have an assay 
value of from $6 to .^7 in gold. In my 
humble opinion I am satisfied that the 
Lost Creek camp is destined to become 
one of the great ore producers of Nelson 
mining division." 

The business men of Trail in their 
efforts to secare a bank ia their town, 
have sent the following . letter to the 
Bank of Brltieh Columbia at Victoria: 
"Bank' of British Columbia.— Gentle- 
men : At an informal meeting lield i)y 
a number of the citizens of Trail on the 
8th instant, it was decided that they use 
their influence in securing a chartered 
hank for this place. As the banks of 
British North America and of Montreal 
are now located in Rossland, it was un- 
animously decided that the lirst opuor- 
tunity be extended to your house. It in 
now a foregone conclusion in the mind of 
the public^hat.-Trail ia destine.i to bo 
the great 'dlstribating centre of We t 
Kootenay, on account of its many 
natural advantaees. The time is now at 



hand when a bank can be made to pay, 
and in our judgment it will not be th ree 
years until three large banking 
establishments will be doing as largo a 
business at this point as in any part of 
the Pacific coast. To-day we stand as 
the moat phenomenal city of the present 
age, growmg from a forest of pine trees 
less than a year ago to a city of 3,000 
people, of which more than 800 are on a 
pay-roll, , the largest percentage of 
palarie'dmeh'of any city of its population 
in the Northwest. It has' aj pay-roll of 
more than $20,000 monthly, or $2-10,000 
annually, and this is only the dawn of 
day in our new camj). We invite you to 
establish a branch house at this point, 
believing that the pioneer bank will be 
nearest the heart of the people and 
secure the bulk of the business in all 
time to come. Should your house de- 
cide to locate in Trail, and it ia so desired 
on your part, a brick block will be erect- 
ed on the moat prominent corner in the 
city, in which you can secure (luarters, 
to be arranged according to your own 
suggestions, and you will bo given a 
five years' lease at a nominal figure."

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouvhi!, Oct. 21. — The city is 
flooded with bogus lifty cent pieces, and 
nearly every merchant liuds tliut even 
withiall.tha care poBsible, one ormore 
of'tho worthleas coins finds its way into 
' the till. The imitation is a good one, 
the only means hy which it can be read- 
ily detected being by tlie milling, tlie 
coins beini: but a trifle larger and heavier 
than the genuine half dollar. 

Ah the time for receiving applicaliont, 
for the position of chief of i'olice Ijc- 
comes snorter there is conf-ideiable ex- 
citement manifested by tliose interested 
in the obtaining of efficient; police pro- 
tection, as to who will he the fortunate 
candidate. It would appear to outsiders 
to be " anybody's race," hut a great 
.. deal will depend upon what applications 
are received from outside men. Several 
aldermen hold very tenaciously to the 
belief that in matters of this kind if any 
employe at present in the service of the 
city is deserving of promotion his claim 
should be paramount, and this will no 
doubt weigh considerabljr ' with those 
who believe Acting Chief Johnson 
worthy of recognition. 

If the reyideutaof this and other cities 
were so zealous in the public weal as Col. 
Scott of Port Moody, wen of the Abbott 
Smith ilk would have short shrift. When 
the rumor that the four members of the 
burglarising fraternity who escaped from 
the Vancouver lock-up had been seen in 
Port Moody gained currency the Colonel, 
accompanied by. a friend, decided to 
patrol tiie town, and did so in a drench- 
ing rain. Unfortunately their public- 
Bpiritedness furnished but another case 
ot virtue being its own reward, as Smith 
and his companions kept out of the 
range of tlie Colonel's rifle. There ap- 
pears to be but little doubt that the 
gang were seen by the watchman at the 
Port Moody mill on Sunday night, as he 
saw from the window four men whose 
description tallies with that of the Ab- 
bott Smith (luartette. One of them 
tried the door and found it locked, and 
catching sight ot the watclmum at the 
window, and perhaps also seeing tbe 
barrel of the gun with wliich he was 
armed, they made their escape.

James Mi^^ueen.who 
acted as chairman aiRl jiidye, decideti 
that the iiegalivo side liait iniide out the 
better ('us^e. At the meeting ol the Bur- 
rard Literary Club Mr. C D. Scott, who 
is by convicuon and also sell-interest, 
having large hilver properties in Koot- 
enay, a Bryanite, defended the ))ulicy 
advocated by the Democratic candidaie 
for President, liis opponent Ijeiiig .Mr. 
A. C. Stewart, and the debate, which 
proved very interesting and instructive, 
was also participated in by the other 
members of tbe club, who were present 
in large numbers. 

The bursting of water pipes under- 
neath the bituminous pavement is not 
without its useful side.

fSE FISHERY DECISIONS. 

1b0 judgment of the Supremo Court as 

to tbe rights, of the Dominion and the 
J'rovinces respectively in tlio fialieriea, 
8ea coast and inland, has been well de- 
Bcribed as " involved." The case was 
Bubnaitted to the Court in tlie form of a 
lUiniber of questions. The Court answer- 
ed tlicse questions briefly and concisely, 
hut before either queations or answers 
Can be thoroughly understopd the in- 
quirer must have a knowledge not only 
of the legislation of the Dominion with 
I'espect to the lisheries but of the legisla- 
tion oi the Province of Ontario on the 
^ame subject. A knowledge of the Brit- 
ish America Act is also necessary to tJie 
Comprehension of the judgment. 

Tbe Supreme Court decides that the 
beds of all lakes and rivers 
Sod other inland waters except harbors 
tlftd those on Indian reservations are, to 
Use its own terms, "vested in the Crown 
Of the Provinces." Tlie provinces own- 
ing the beds of all the rivers and lakes 
iiud their banks, are entitled to all the 
rights and privileges which the law ex- 
tends to riparian owners. This is, it 
seemB to us, the principle on which the 
iudgtoent is based. It follows then that 
tile right of fishing in those waters be- 
ioiigs to the provinces, and the Domin- 
ion hiiB no power to act as3 owner of the 
rivej-s ami lakes of the country. Any 
lu\v, therefore, which the Dominion Pur- 
'innient may have passed on the assump- 
tion 'iiat the Dominion is owner 
of the land under the rivers 
and lakes is r(/<ra vires. The Dom- 
i'Uon cannot lease out any ])ortion 
of a river or a lake to any person and 
grant to the lessee the exclusive right of 
iiahinf! in such waters. And here we 
tJOtne to what appears to ua to be a very 
singulftf part of the decision. Answer to 
lUestion 10 says that " Neither the Do- 
"iiuioO uor the Province can grant ex- 
clusive rights in tidal waters." This 
puts efrectual stop to tlie cultivation 
of oysters in tlie Dominion, for no one 
Would be so foolish as to expend money 
aii(] time in the cultivation of oysters in 
tidal waters if he is not permitted to ex- 
ercise the exclusive right of fishing those 
^^yaters- We find in the same answer 
i^iother very peculiar sentence. It is 
thia : " Tlie Dominion can superintend, 
''^'{Julate, conserve and issue general 
licenses." If the right of fishing belongs 
to the Provinces why should tho 
Dominion be saddled with the 
burdensome duty of superintending and 
'®8ulating the fisheries and conserving 
the fisb? Logically, whether legally or 
not, these duties go with the right to 
liali. Tiie man who owns a fo.rin must 
not look to soiiieonu else to keep up liis 
feiiyyg and to cut down the weeds. Tlie 
'i'oi'onto Globe notices tliis anomaly and 
coiiinienta upon it as follows: 

fu effect, tlierefore, the judgment 
I'leiins that although the Dominion has 
1'" along oroceeded on the assumption 
that the liahing grounds and tiah of the 
inland waters were its jiroperty they are 
really the property of the provinces, and 
that the only jurisdiction tho Dominion 
has i(j that of iiassinggenoral regulations 
f'"" the preservation of the iiBlieries, Tlie 
J-'oiiiinion gets decidedly the worst of it 
in thig division. It has tlie right to pro- 
tu^t, preserve and propagate fish if it 
wis^ea to do so, while the Provinces 
JjftVft tjje right to catch fish so pre- 
servgji and protected. Thia sounds 
sottie^ylittt odd, and one can hardly im- 
agine that it will be a permaneo|<: ar- 
riiiigement. It certainly has ' not the 
iisUiii elenionts of ))ormanonce, for the 
pouihiion Government can hardly he 
•j-^Pecteil to expeiul considorable sums 
in inaintaining hatcheriea to put liali 
into tlie great lakes that become the 



property of the Province of Ontario 
whenever they enter the water. 
The decision, as far as we 

can see, afTects the salmon iish- 
ery of thia province very slightly. 
It does not interfere with the fishery 
regulations, except perhajia in the mat- 
ter of the license. Tlie Dominion has 
full authority to make laws with respect 
to the close season, and to regulate the 
hours of fishing. Its authority, we have 
no doubt, extends to the disposal of 
offal. But we have a notion that if the 
decision is sustained on appeal to the 
Privy Council the Dominion Govern- 
ment will not trouble itself much about 
inland fisheries, as the care and regula- 
tion of them' will involve considerable 
expense without its having the power to 
get anything like an adequate return for 
the money it expends. The Globe aeema 
to think that if the Fishery Department 
of the Proviu'.'e does its buainegs in a 
businesslike way the fishery rents and 
licenses will yield" revenue enough to 
pay all expenses of protection and pro- 
pagation and leave a handsome surplus 
for the Province. If thia is to be the 
case the decision, if it is sustained, will 
be a good thing for both the Dominion 
and the Provinces. 

A MODERN MIRACLE. 

What tho inhabitants of cities on this 
side of the Atlantic must regard as al- 
most, if not quite, a miracle is about to 
be wrought in the city of Glasgow. The 
government of that great city is to be 
carried on without the expense of a pen- 
ny to its inhabitants. Taxation in Glas- 
gow is to be a thing of the past. The 
occupation of the assessor is gone and 
its inhabitants, of all ranks and condi- 
tions, will be no longer troubled by vis- 
its from the tax collector. 

Glasgow, it is to be remembered, is 
not a mean city. Its public services are 
all on a liberal scale and some of its pub- 
lic works are magnificent. It has smooth 
and clean streets, tine parks, liandsomo 
squares, a splendid system of sewers; 
it is well lighted; it has an 
efficient police force, and its health de 
partment is in good working order. It 
has in fact everything that a well govern- 
ed city ought to have, and all its insti 
tutions are of the best. 

How, it is asked, can all these institu 
tions, services and works be maintained 
without money? But there is money 
and plenty of it. The Corporation gets 
money enough from its waterworks, its 
gas works, its street cars, its electric 
light plant, its sewage farms, and other 
money-making works to run the city 
without calling upon the ratepayers for 
a penny. 

This is truly wonderful. What kind 
of aldermen or city councillors has Glas 
gow had that they have been able to 
bring about this glorious state of things? 
Have they had no constituents, no de- 
pendenis, no friends looking for 
contracts, no poor relations? How is it 
that gas and light and water have been 
made to be not only self-suataining but 
to yield a revenue to the civic treasury ? 
Has there been no one to intercept the 
bawbees on the road? Have there been 
no leaks? Is the boodler unknown in 
Glasgow? la there a city in Canada or 
the United States in which such a state 
of things as we read of in Glasgow could, 
under any conoeivable circumstances, 
be brought about? We do not believe 
there is. The kind of aldermen they 
have in Glasgow could not exist in Am 
erica. By some fatality everything 
which the aldermen of most American 
cities touch costs more than it comes to 
The expenses mount up rapidly and tho 
returns dwindle down almost aa rapidly. 
Instead of taxes being reduced by the pro 
jects evolved from the inner consciousnesH 
of aldermen they are increased. In- 
stead of those projects proving a benefit 
to the inhabitants from a pecuniary 
[loint of view they turn out to be bur- 
dens. 

It may be said that American corpor- 
ations should follow the example ot the 
corporation of Glasgow and adopt its 
methods. We are very much afraid that 
the attemjjt to do this would in every 
case prove a failure, it is not so much 
the Glasgow methods that are needed aa 
the Glasgow men. The brand of alder 
men that have done such wonders in 
Siiotland's greatest commercial city is 
not produced on thia continent. The 
essential element of .their make-up is 
wanting in the aldermen of America. 

ELECTION FROSPECTS. 

The people of tho United .States are 
evidently deeply imiireased with the im- 
portance of the Presidential election con- 
test. The electors who favor the free 
coinage of ailver, believe that on the sue 
ccsa of their cause depends the prosper- 
ity of their country. Without free silver 
they see nothing ahead for the great 
body of the ijeople but struggle and suf- 
fering to end in general bankruptcy. 
They believe that tho tyranny of gold 
will make tho people miserable and that 
the reign of silver will be accompanied 
by unnumbered bleaainga to the repul.>- 
lic as a whole. The people, when they 
have as much silver as they want, will 
be again prosperous, happy and con- 
tented. 

The sound money people on the other 
hand regard the struggle as one of com- 
mercial and social life and death. They 
are convinced that if the silyer party get 
the upper hand DUsinesiB wlil be immedi- 
ately thrown into confusion, the credit of 
the country will bedestroyed, and the peo- 
ple will be compelled to endure all the 
miseries of commercial stagnation in 



their worst form. This, they believe, 
will be only the beginning of the evils 
which the triumph of the ailver party 
will bring upon the country. 

It is no wonder that tho men of both 
aidea believing that so much depends on 
the iseiie of tiio contest are earnest and 
anxious. There are indications that the 
sound money party are nervous. They 
see that Bryan is gladly received by the 
people wherever he goes, and that ailver 
has become a superatition with 'a very 
larj^o proportion of the people of the 
United States— how targe a proportion 
many of them are trying to estimate 
with no satisfactory results ■ as 
far aa we can see. Every forecast 
which men of one side venture to make 
contains elements the correctness of 
which men of the other aide stigmatize 
as absurd. The Statea which the Re- 
publican calculators set down as certain 
for them the Bryanites claim as theirs, 
and Statea which one aet of calculators 
set down aa doubtful the calculators of 
the other aide pronounce not to be 
doubtful at all. A little while ago tho 
Republicans laughed at the idea of there 
being any uncertainty aa to the return 
of McKinley, now they are evidently not 
nearly ho confident. The Oregonian 
which is intensely Republican, makea 
the following forecast for McKinley:

We are inclined to bejUeye 
that the conclusions at which the Argo- 
naut has arrived are pretty much the 
same aa those which the moderate men 
of the Rcpablicau party have formed. 
Party workers and fanatics among the 
Republicans deride the doubters and de- 
nounce those whose faith in a favorable 
result for tho party is weak, but those 
who are in a frame of mind coolly to in- 
terpret indications feel apprehensive. 
They hope to win, but their fears sug- 
gest a probability ot defeat.

The many citizens who gathered at the 
police court yesteiday to listen to the 
preliminary hearing of the charge 
against J. A. Lawrence, for obtaining 
money under false pretences, and the 
counter charges brought by Mr. Iiaw- 
rence against Capt. McCallum, were 
disappointed, as by mutual consent of 
counsel the cases were further adjourned 
until Monday next. Mr. A. G. Smith, 
deputy attorney-general, appeared for 
the crown in the case against Lawrence, 
Mr. II. Dallas Helmcken, Ci.C, repre- 
senting the defence; and Mr. Gordon 
Hunter appearing for Captain McCal- 
lum. 

When Captain McCallum's case was 
called, Mr. Macrae, the police magis- 
trate, remarked: " I notice that the in- 
formation under which Captain McCal- 
lum was arrested on the warrant 
obtained from Mr. D. R. Harris, J. P., 
waa practically the same as an informa- 
tion laid before me on Saturday night, 
and for which I refused to give a warrant, 
considering that a summona was suth- 
cient. I would like to ask Mr. Helmc- 
ken if, at the time the warrant was ob- 
tained, Mr. Harris was told that this 
other information waa sworn before 
me? " 
Mr. Helmcken — " No." 
Mr. Macrae — " Was Mr. Harris told 
that I had already refused a warrant for 
the arrest of Captain McCallum? " 

Mr. Helmcken—" No, sir; nor was I 
aware of it myself." 

Mr. Macrae — " I am very glad to hear 
that, and I may also say that while the 
amount of bail is subject to the discre- 
tion of the magistrate I hesitated when 
the case was last before me to reduce it, 
as I (lid not wish to appear disresjiectful 
to Mr. Justice Walkem, Ijefore whom 
it had been fixed. I am sure, bow- 
ever, that under the circumstances 
Mr. .Justice Walkem will not think 
me disresjiectful if I reduce Capt. Mc- 
Callum's security to his personal recog- 
nizance of $100 and release his bonds- 
men altogether." 

The cases were then adjourned till 
Monday next at 10 o'clock.

Constitutionality Beingr Tested 
on a Befereuce to tbe 
Full. Court. 



Grounds ou Which It Is Argued 
the Statute is Dltra 
V^ires. 



The reference made by the provincial 
government to test the constitutionality 
of the Small Debts court act came be- 
fore the Full court yesterday for argu- 
ment, J ustices McCreight, Walkem and 
Drake presiding. 

Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy attorney- 
general, who appeared on behalf of the 
Crown, stated that as required by the 
statute of 1S91, chapter 5, section 3, no- 
tice of the reference had been given to 
the Dominion goverument, but a reply 
had been received from the department 
of justice at Ottawa that the Dominion 
government did not intend to take jiart 
in the argument. Accordingly, to bring 
the c|ueHlioii before the Full court, the 
])rovincial government had ajijiointed 
.Mr. Robert Cassidy to contest the con- 
stitutionality of the act. 

Mr. Cassidy argued that in so far as 
the Small Debts court act gives jurisdic- 
tion to magistrates in a judicial position 
as distinguished from their executive 
luthority as police magistrates, the act 
was unconstitutional, 'the act practical- 
ly made a magistrate a judge to exactly 
tlio same extent in civil cases, except in 
imouiit, as a Count court judge, or even 
a Superior juilge. The (luestion, there- 
fore, was wlKither the Province liad»a 
right to aiijjoiiit a judge, and this lie 
sulimitted it had not, as tiie ritrht to ap- 
point judges belonged to the Dominion, 
section 1)5 oi the U. N. A. act providing 
that " the Governor-General shall 
appoint the judges of the fuperior 
district and county courts, except those 
of the courts of probate in Nova Scotia 
;ind New Brunswick." The appointment 
of judges was a matter of prerogative 
winch was primarily delegated to the 
Governor-General by his commission and 
instructions, and this prerogative had 
not been specially conferred upon the 
Lieutenant-Governor by the B.N. A. act. 
It waa true that sucli prerogative and 
executive powers as are necessary inci- 
dentally to carry out legislation upon 
certain classes of eubjecta within the 
legislative power is conferred by impli- 
cation upon the provincial governments, 
but the appointment of judges was not 
so conferred. 

The argument was not finished yester- 
day and will bu continued to-day.

A number of legal complications are 
likely to arise out of the interestinc 
Talliard caae, in regarcl to the $l,i96,26 
found upoa the aocuaed when ho was 
arreBtedr* Mr'. H. G. Hall, acting for 
Mr. J. A. Coatea, the prosecutor in the 
eriminnl case and plaintifV in the civil 
case against Talliard, garnisheed $710 of 
the money in the hands of Chief of 
Police Sheppard. The defence took the 
ground that the money could not be gar- 
niaheed, and Chief Sheppard for his 
own protection paid the money into tlie 
County court. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills, counsel for Tal- 
liard, then made application to Mr. 
Justice Walkem that all tlie nioncv 
found in the possession of Talliard at 
the time of his arrest, less the $710 gar- 
nisheed by Mr. Coatea, sliould be re- 
turned to the prisoner, or at least if'M, 
virtually a homestead exemption, 
to provide for the necessary 
'expenses of defence, both ' in the 
criminal and civil cases against 
the prisoner, citing E. v. Harris in sup- 
port of the application. An affidavit of 
Talliard was read stating that the money 
found in his possession was no jnu t of 
the proceeds ot the mining transaction 
and claiming that ho luul no other means 
of prdviding for his defence. 
' Mr. A. G. Smith, for the Crown, held 
that under the compensation provisions 
of the Criminal Code the money should 
be retained until after the trial, as' the 
judge had the power, if he thought 
proper, to award out of the money found 
on the prisoner, compensation not to ex- 
ceed $1,000, if he considered the evidence 
at the trial justified it. 

Mr. Justice Walkem allowed iflOO for 
the parposes of the defence. 

It is rumored that as the defence claim 
that the mining transaction was a bona 
fide partnership, Talliard is willing to 
refund pro rata to those who paid for 
shares, the money found upon him, less 
what lie claims was expended on the 

■ mining transaction itself. 

THE lIYSTiiltY OF SEX. 

Lecture by Dr. GilffiUts in Ttaeosophical 
Hall.

This is being done in the daily life 
and intercourse of the sexes, and will 
not only continue, but immensely in- 
crease and expand woman's opportun- 
ities, as it will man's, simply ijecause it 
is a law fixed by the eternal fitness of 
things that " it i.s not good for man (or 
woman) to be alone." Tlie real pro- 
gress and true hajipinosa of man and 
woman absolutely depends upon the 
exertion of each to help the other at- 
tain those conditions. 

It is a current iallacy of our time that 
intellectual man has ruled and led llie 
race. Not so. It was ever the woman, 
either-witbin or without himself, that 
urged the warrior on to grander 
deeds of valor; it was ever the 
woman's whisper that 'inspired the ar- 
tist, the poet and the statesman; it was 
ever the siren's voice that lured the ad- 
venturesome voyager on life's surging 
main to wrest from the very heart of na- 
ture her mysteries.

Politics More Than a Mere Same of 
lis and Outs— Priaciples 
Involved. 



At tm impromptu dinner recently 
given at the Garriaoii Club, Ciiiebec, in 
honor of Sir Charles HibberC Tupper, 
M.l'., who liappened to be piiaaing 
xbiougli (iaebec on liia way to his home 
in NoVa Scotia, in response to tiie toast 
ol iie health, proposed by T. 0. Cas- 
graia, M.FM who occupied the chair, Sir 
C. Hihbeit Tapper made a capital speecli 
on tlie political situation. He remarked 
tliougli, altliough the Conservative dele- 
gation from Quebec was email, the qual- 
ity waS' excellent. He then referred to 
the numerous promieeB made by the 
members of the present government 
when in opposition andaakedhow many 
of their notes had been redeemed. In 
the House tliey hadsataa dnmb as dogs, 
though some of tliem refused to ait 
down when their dumb leader u'itli bo; 



had its undoubted effect, and it was not 
surprising if Mr. Gladstone had been 
led to believe tlie same. He denied 
that the tender of the Messrs. Allan was 
not ail acceptable one, and reminded his 
friends that the fast steamers had been 
objected to on the groand that thoy were 
too expensive, and that nobody in Can- 
ada could afTord to. travel by them. 
The opposition had taken its cue on the 
question from New Vork ship owners, 
who would undoubtedly he injured if we 
have the fast line. It is perfectly true 
tliat a twenty knot line liere will not pay 
the Cuaiirda unless they get the contract. 
Now itappeared that all the opponents 
of the fast line were taking their cue 
from Mr. Laurier as to the St. Lawrence 
route 

Ht> scored the ministers for their fail- 
ure to annoaiice their policy on the con 
atitutional question, although that of 
their predecessors was clear and well 
deliiied. Their supporters were iiatur 
allv hewildered, and they only agreed as 
to how they could get Conservatives out 
of ollico and themselves in. On the ques- 
tion uf the Goyernoc-General's warrants 
tlio opposition had placed themselves 
on record as opposed to them, though 
they knew that they would be voted 
down. But he believed that no govern- 
ment would again approach Lord Aber- 
deen for such a pnrijose. or any of his 
successors^ who niiglit be, as it was to 
be lioped they wouhi be, men like thoao 
who had preceded him. One Kiiig of 
Enghuul had lost liia he:id and another 
his crown that tlie i>nucii)lu niit;ht be 
established that no money could lie ex- 
jionilcil by the t;()vernaieiit that had not 



much ^trepidation sifjued to them to 1 ije^ii lirst" voted by tlie people. 



do so. These, miiHt, perliajis, he excused 
upon the ground that thoy bad no 
))revious cabinet or even ])arlianientary 
experience. Vet we are led to expect 
that the [government was an asseiublage 
of all the talents. The opposition met 
them with some fear and trepidation, 
for they h id to face Mr. Blair and Mr. 
Fielding and Sir Oliver Mowat, of whom 
they had heard bo much, and who were 

. all such superior business men, for with 
the -new administratioa it maat be 
understood that " business is business. 
(Loud laughter and applause.) 

There was, too, the rej)resentative of 
the [riah element of Quebec, who con 
stitated in himself the businesa end of 
the cabinet, 'ami who had certainly 
given all the evidence of statesmanship 
tliat characterized his leader. For for- 
getfulnesB ho was etiually distinguished 
and in Mr. Dobell the Premier liad an 
excellent imitator. The mot d'ordre 
was silence. The oppoaition was led to 
believe that its only duty was to 
vote the supplies. But being new 
to the duties of an opposition, 
they imagined the demand for 
supplies a good opportunity for seeking 
for that information which was so ur- 
gently demanded by the country. But 
Mr. Laurier, though a practical ruler, 
who had showed his power over the 
Governor-General, apparently knew 

iiottung. 

It was perfectly evident, too, that his 
government had no solidarity. This 
was a j,'reat source of weakness. He 
could speak from experience, because 
the late government had been greatly 
hampered by their differences in the late 
elections, (Hear, hear.) But this vt'as 
at the end of an IS years term of office, 
whereas the new government commenc- 
ed their regime by disagreeing amongst 
themselves, and by disobeying their 
leader. The word was passed that they 
were not to speak. Yet they opened 
their mouths simply to contradict each 
other. Their leader declared that in the 
matter of dismissing public oflicinls none 
should be discharged without a fair trial. 
The Minister of Marine, however, 
dismissed a yonntj man in his (Tupper's) 
county on the charge of iiuving been a 
member of his committee, though he had 
never been near it. And in direct con- 
tradiction to what his leader had stated, 
Mr. Blair declared that only superior 
officials could be accorded a hearing and 
defence, and that ordinary enij)loyea 
were to be dismissed nn the word of the 
iiberal member or defeated candidate. 
(Cries of " Shame!") Nothing could be 
more insulting to the leader of the gov- 
ernment. 

In regard to the tariff question, he 
said that there was a point which had 
not been so sufHcieatiy noticed as he 
thought it sho.ild have been, He re- 
ferred to the fact that Sir llichard Cart- 
wright, the idastor mind of the cabinet, 
and the man who would undoubteilly 
mould the rest of the government to hia 
way of thinking, had declared, in oj)- 
position to the tieclaration of his leader, 
that the revision of the tarill' would un- 
doubtedly create a disturbance, l)nt an it 
would be permanent it must be thor- 
ough. He remarked that his old friend, 
Mr. Dobell, had left them to enjoy peace 
Aud burmony amongst the Tartes and 
the Facands. 

Seferiing to the fast line end the 
bridge, he said that the policy of tlie 
-Conservatives in the matter had been 
made perfectly jniblic. It favored (Iw.- 
bec for the summer port and either Hal- 
ifax or St. .Joliii for the winter one. -Mr. 
Lanricr, on the other hand, iiad ijiioted 
from an old report of l.SliO or Is:!.") to 
.«ho\v that the dangers of the St. Law- 
rence route were such that ve.ssela could 
not n-ell run there faster than about six 
knots an hour. Such a declaration on 
ttie part of the Liberal leader of Canada 



The present government had taken 
more than they could spend, and were 
caucht by the opposition just as they 
were running away with it. Sir Richard 
Cartwright had admitted that $7,000 
which they had taken for salaries for 
September was illegal, and would be put 
back. Thoy had made professions of 
economy, they had pronaised to husband 
the resources of the country, and they 
took ill Mr. Tarte as a guarantee. They 
said we had no right to judge them by 
the estimates but should wait for their 
expenditure. But if they did this their 
breath might not stand them. Their 
eslinialea of expenditure were the 
largest since LSG7, exceeding all ot hers 
by four milliina of dollure. Their 
defence was that they were our 
estimates. This was politically untrue. 
They took tlie estimates of the ditl'erent 
departments which bad never been 
passed on by Council and added them 
together, whereas those estimates were 
always cut down and simply embraced 
all the appUmtions that were made from 
each department to the cabinet. 

He insisted upon the fact that politics 
meant more than a simple game of ins 
and outs and that iirinciples were in- 
volved in them, Lt was to be hoped that 
the school (piestiou was really to be 
ahu tiled otl' tlie political boards, but if it 
was not, the present ojiposition were not 
cowards and would grapple with the 
question again as they liad in the past. 
They had given up tlieir political lives 
tosettle it.but would not go back on their 
Driucii)le8. If the present incongruous 
combination at Ottawa is to last it must 
bow the knee to principles for which we 
have fought and of those is tt^e National 
Policy of Canada. (Loud applause.)

r iin-.sl he Ik Jd al.ovc tlio ( dge of tiie 
llngtr l;:i:'.nl. ami the lingers must fall 
double jciKled iuul lil;e the hammcr.s of 
a piauo ou thoEtring.s — tho very ends of 
tlio Augers touching tho Kiiing.s. In or- 
der to produce a clear tone tho liiicer.s 
must he pressed viu'v hard on the string.-;. 
"Strong with tlm : light with the 
bow" is tlio coii.-it;;ut refrain of ono of 
tho most celebrated teachers. 

Tho llrst difficulty eucouutorod is that 
of playing iu tune. As tho violin is not 
supplied with frets liko the guitar or 
mandolin tho ciir is tho only guide. 
Important as tho practice of tlio scales is 
on other instruments, it is doubly inr- 
portaut ou the violin, aa it is by bc:i1o 
study principally that the ability to 
plaj- in tunc is acquired. Tho playing 
of familiar iiud{)dies is also of very 
great advantage to the beginner, as lie 
can tell wlien he ia playing out of tun(\ 
wlitno in tho case of an exeroiso witli 
which h(! i.s unacquainted he cannot so 
easily distinguish this fault. In playiiig 
scale pa.ssagcs tho student must con- 
stantly ask himself wli(>ther the next 
note is a whole step or a half step dis- 
tant before he plays it. If ho will go 
through th^ exercise beforehand ami 
mark the wliolo steps and half steps, ho 
will exccuto it in much better tiuio 
when he comes to play it. 

Iu regard to strings, the best aro tho 
cheapest, aa they last longer and give a 
better tone. Tho G should bo of gut 
wrapped with puro silver wire. TTu; A 
aud D should bo of Italian gut, imd tho 
E can bo of either gut or silk. Silk E 
strings give a poor, dull tone, very dif- 
ferent from tho singing brilliance of 
good Italian gut E's. They aro good for 
u'ariii we;;ther plajdiig or for persons 
^viloso lingers perspire very freely. The 
hair of tho bow ahould be rentiwcd ev- 
ery two months in tho case of players 
who practice very much, as it wears 
smooth and will not toko holdof tho 
string. Tho violin should always bo 
kept strmig up in pitch. Do not let 
down the strings of tho instrument with 
th(^ mistaken idea that you will savo 
some of them thereby. Never neglect en 
opijortnnity to hoar good violinists. 
Something can bo leariK.'d from each. A 
student learns as much from bearing 
others plaj' as from private lessons with 
a teacher. If you can only take a few 
lessons, lot it be from tho best teacher 
you can find.

CASE OF THE CASTLES. ' 

Tke'San Francisco Mercliant and His Wife 
wm Be Committed for Trial for 

Shoplifting, 

LosDOK, Oct. 21.— At the conclusion of 
the court proceedings in the case of the 
Castles, Mr. M. Castle, in an inter- 
view said : " It will be clearly proven 
at the trial that my wife haa been suf- 
fering from a disorder which makes her 
irresponsible, and she is now under the 
care of phyHicians and of a professional 
nurse. Ijast May, while in LondoDi I 
•was obliged to call in doctors to examine 
her, and we are now living where she 
has absolute quiet." 

Mr. Castle was then asked how he ex 
plained that, living with his wife in one 
room at the hotel, he did not know ali(3 
liad stolen articles in her jioRsessiiin. 
He said : " Lot nie tell you that at least 
7-5 per cent, of the articles the police 
found among our ellects I myself paid 
for. Of this I have proof which will be 
produced at tha trial. 1 did not know 
the contents of her trunks, but if I liad 
seen twice as nnich I would have 
thought she purchased them. ' 

" I luid no idea she was thus afRicted. 
Never in the ten years of our married 
life did I discover such a tendency, and 
never before has there been a suspicion 
against her character or mine. Our 
friends at home can easily prove this." 

When Mr. Oastle was questioned re- 
garding the nature of his experience 
while in Holloway jail, he remarked: 
" We were kindly treated , but it is an 
unpleasant place. I have nothing to say 
about the examination at Marlborough 
street police court, save that I think the 
niagiatrato has been unduly severe. 
Had I been a common criminal he could 
not liave tried to place nie in a worse 
jjosition. 

" I understand that our London 
friends would have come forward to the 
extent of a million for bail if it were 
necessary. The j)olice liave been kind 
to us, especially Inspector Arrow. He 
has expressed sympathy with us, saying 
that at first he had misjudged us." 

Mr. Castle was asked what his plans 
were lor the future and he replied : "I 
shall try to restore my wife as much as 
possible until the trial. But one line of 
defence is possible, and that is my wife's 
health. I do not apprehend any trouble 
in proving my own innocence."

Lo.s-DON, Oct. 21.— The general belief 
here is that the directors of the Bank of 
England, at their regular weekly meet- 
ing to-morrow, will raise the discount 
rate from 3 to -1 per cent. Newspapers 
agree that the flow of gold to Ameri- 
ca must be stopjied. 

The Times says in its financial article : 
A rise in the bank rate is almost inevit- 
able on Thursday. Considering that the 
rate of escliange does not make cold 
exports prolitabie, it cannot be doubted 
that a premium is being paid to the 
houses undertaking these gold ship- 
ments. 

The St. James Gazette saya: "Ac- 
cording to exchange experts even the 
piesent rate does not allow a margin of 
profit to the shippers, so that the pre- 
mium on gold is evidently paid in New 
York by those who are eo nervous re- 
garding the political situation as to in- 
sist upon iioanling gold. This is a strik- 
ing comment on the cockaureueas of Ke- 
publicana anent the defeat of Bryan. It 
is also obvious tliat the very rapid ad- 
vance of wlieat adds considerably to the 
power of .Americans to draw on "the Eu- 
ropean gold supply, and unless the di- 
rectors of the bank are iirepared to al- 
low the reserve to suffer a furtter larg(! 
diminution, a rise in the rate may Ije 
counted on to-morrow as certain. The 
stock exchange was fully prepared for a 
rise in the bank rate last week, so there 
will be no sudden collapse in prices." 



AKCHBISOP IRELAND. 

Denies Tliat the Pope Is Vexed Willi His 
Attitude oil Politics, 

W.vsiri.vcTO.N, Oct. 21. — Archbiahiip 
Ireland has authorized the following 
concerning the published dispatches 
under a Kome date, stating that the 
Pope was vexed with the Archbishop 
for the position he has taken on the 
political situation: " There is no truth 
whatever in the statement. What 
the purposes are of those who 
make this and similar statements, I 
do not know. As to my letter, publish- 
ed a week ago on the political situation, 
it remains, so far as I am concerned, in 
full force. Developments of political 
matters, so far as observed by me, con- 
(irm me in all the statements I made, 
and lead mo to renew them to-day with 
yet stronger emphasie." 

RE-ELECTED TO THE SENATE. 

Mr. Justin S. Morrill Asain the Choice of 
Vermont. 

MoNTPELiER, Oct. 21^ — The Hon. Jus- 
tin .S. Morrill was this evening re-elected 
to the United States Senate by both 
houses of the Vermont legislature in 
joint session. The lionor paid Senator 
Morrill by his native state, is 
an inciileiit of more than usual 
interest. When on the 'Ith of 
March next he i.s formally inducted into 
the oflice which ho has filled for thirty 
years, ho will commence ii term which 
bids fair to break all records of member- 
Bhij) in the national senate. Mr. Mor- 
rill is 86 years of age.

San Francisco's Chamber of Com- 
merce Urges Congress to Assist 
U. S. Shipping. 

Liberality of Great Britain and 
Canada Forcibly Set 
Fdrtli. 



San FBA.NC1SC0, Oct. 21.— The chamber 
of commerce has decided to interest itself 
in obtaining some protective action from 
congress relating to American shipping 
interests. Secretary Merry will forward 
a memorial to Washington representing 
the absolute neceasity of some action in 
behalf of the ocean mail steamships 
serving under the national ensign. The 
memorial sets forth that Japan 
is entering the field with modern 
Bteamahipa to be operated under 
a most liberal suh^idy ' for the 
voyage from Yokohama to San Francisco 
and return. It also calls attention to 
the fact that Great Britain also has a 
heavily aubsidized steamship line be- 
tween Vancouver and Japan and China, 
and that another is about to be estab- 
lished between Vancouver and 
Australia, via New Zealand and 
the Fiji islands, also calling at 
Honolulu. England pays annually to 
mail steaniship lines and auxiliary 
cruiners ^5, 038, -MO, and J'"riince pays 
2,100,000 francs, ami with sucli induce- 
nients it is of no use lor American 
steamers to compete with them. The 
memorial declares that the contest for 
the maritime control of the I'acific is at 
band, and asks congress to enact such 
beneficent measures as will permit the 
American mails being carried by Am- 
erican ships. 

A QUESTION OF WAGES. 

strike of Sailors at San Frandtco Appears 
to Ke Very Probable. 

San- Fkanxtsco, Oct. 21.— The fact that 
union sailors persuaded two crews to 
leave the coal bark Gatherer on Sunday, 
and that she succeeded in getting sailors 
to ship at the new scale of wages, $22.60, 
by securing the aid of the police to keep 
union men away from the vessel, is gen- 
erally regarded as a signal that a strike 
is imminent. At a meeting on Mon- 
day night the union discussed the 
recent cut in wages made by the 
Shipowners' Association, and there 
was a strong sentiment against a strike, 
a majority of those present ))referring to 
ignore the association altogether. They 
argued that the latest schedule an- 
nounced by the association was below 
the living mark and that the individual 
refusal of men to accept it would force 
the association back to ^30. 

" Wo don't care what the association 
does," said Secretary Furuseth, of the 
union. " This union has taken no 
action, and yet the lumber schooner 
Charles Hansen, after being deserted by 
two or three crews, decided to pav $30. 
So far the John 0. Potter and tlie 
Gatherer are the only vessels that 
have secured crews at the new 
figures. The association has proven it- 
self unreasonable and uniair. No scale 
of wages, however low, will satisfy it. 
First it wanted to come from ^40 to ^30, 
and now it is ifio. It claims it is forced 
to make this cut on account of dull 
times. That does not sound well in the 
face of the fact that freight rates, both 
lumber and coal, have recently gone up. 

"The truth is, they expect tlie men 
who are coining in on Alaska vessels to 
overstock the market, but these men 
scatter pretty evenly along the Coast, 
and many of them don't care to work in 
the winter, so they do not affect the de- 
mand for the services of our members 
appreciably." 

UNIFORMED EVANGELISTS. 

The Protest.-int Episcopal Cluirch of tlie 
, United States About to Organize 

an Army. 

Ni:w YoRi;, Oct. 21, — The Protestant 
lipiscopal church of the United States is 
about to organize an army of uniformed 
evangelists, who will be under military 
discipline and compare with the Salva- 
tion Army and the American Volunteers 
in the field o£ Christian work among the 
poor. This important project was de- 
cided on yesterday at a meeting of the 
prominent clergymen from different 
parts of the country held in the church 
miaaion house. 

The matter came up for consideration 
some time ago before the Parochial Mis- 
sion Society. A committee of this rep- 
resentative body was appointed to in- 
vestigate the ariuy project. Th:) invcH- 
tigating committee's rejiort was read 
and recommended the adoption of the 
army. 

A cominitieo was appointed and it 
will at once proceed to complete the de- 
tails of tile organization. The plans will 
include the best features of the Salva- 
tion Army and of the church army of 
Englafad, from which the former organi- 
zation sprang; uniformed corps of train- 
ed evangelists under military discipline 
will be stationed in difTerent cities. 
These men will preach in the streets and 
bo aided by bands of music. The work 
ultimately will include the erection of 
laborers' homes and lodging houses for 
men and rescue homes for fallen women.

El Diario de la Marina, during the 
course of a very lively editorial against 
the United States government, to-day 
saya: "On the termination of the 
revolution in Cuba and the Pliilippine 
islands, Spain will present claims for 
damngea to the United States govern 
meat for allowing filibustering expedi- 
tions to be fitted out within its juria- 
iliction." 

The columns of Spanish troops com- 
manded by Col, PintoR and Col. Feijoo 
on Monday last were engaged with the 
iiiBuruents at Ojo do Agua, in this prov- 
ince. The troops cajitured the heights 
at the point of the bayonet and the gov- 
ernment artillery did elFective work. 
Although only seven bodies of insur 
gents wero found on the field, it is sup- 
posed that the enemy sufl'ered heavy 
loss. The troops had two men killed, 
witli several seriously wounded, and 
two captains and 23 soldiers slightly 
wounded. 

New York, Oct. 20. — A dispatch to the 
World from Havana says: Generals 
Weyler and ' Blanco will be recalled ; 
Premier Ganovas will fall and grave 
events will occur in Spain, so Madrid 
dispatches say, unless the rebels in Cuba 
and the Philippine islands are conquer- 
ed within a month. 

The Madrid press openly attacks Ga- 
novas and Weyler because of their in 
ability to check the Cuban revolution. 
The Madrid Herald eays : "While Ha 
vana and New York informs us that the 
Cuban rebels are penniless, with hardly 
any money to carry on their revolt. 
Premier Canovas trios to make ua be 
lievB they have money to burn and sow 
it broadcast in Spain and her colonies 
The recent uprising in Valencia and 
Pedraiva, Spain, and Cavite, Philippine 
Islands, he boldly charjies to the Cuban 
junta, through-- its- paid •men. Every 
time a disturbance occurs the govern- 
ment declines the responsibility for it 
attributing it to the underhand doings 
of the Cuban rebels. The truth is that 
there is a deep feeling among the masses; 
they are in open hostility toward the 
government; tired of suffering for its 
misdeeds and soon to rise up against it. 
The reinforcements of 40,000 will hardly 
suflico to keep the rebels at bay and 
more will bo required — who knows how 
many nioroY" 

Tlio Madrid Cimico says Premier Can- 
ovas is responsible for the existing state 
of affairs, which would be bettered 
should he retire. The Neuva Mund re 
cently attacked Weyler, saying that un 
der his command the Gnban revolt has 
assumed greater proportions than when 
Campos was in Cuba, and that if in a 
month's time after the arrival of rein 
forceinentn fie does not deal a finishing 
blow to tlie rebellion he will be treated 
worse than Campoa waa. 



POLITICS AND RAILWAYS. 

A Director of N. Y., N. H. and Hartford De- 
nounced on Account of the Chicago 
- Platform. 

New TTaven, Oonn., Oct, 21. — The an^ 

nual meeting of the Btockholders of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company was held here at noon 
to-day in the stockholders hall, in the 
railroad building. President Charles 
P. Clark called the meeting to order and 
announced that they would proceed with 
the business of the meeting in the usual 
way. At this announcement Orlando P. 
Dexter, of Norwalk, arose on a jioint of 
order, and offered a resolution providing 
for the election of a chairman of the 
meeting by the stockholders present. 
President Clark demurred, stating that, 
according to the charter of the company, 
the President of the company anould 
preside at such meetings. Mr. Dexter 
claimed that such a course was an abuse 
of parliamentary use'. But President 
Clark refused to entertain the motion, 
whereupon Mr. Dexter appealed to the 
stockholders, who, by a vote, 
sustained the President. The Nor- 
walk stockholder then created a 
sensation by making an attack 
on Carlos French, a director, on political 
grounds,* He wanted the name of Mr. 
'French scratched from the list of direc- 
tbrs because he was supporting Bryan 
and Sewall. "I am of ihe opinion," 
aaid Mr. Dexter, " that a man who enun-

A W mi HORROR. 



Unheeded Threat Against a Mil- 
lionaire Carried Into Execu- 
tion With Dynamite. 



The Rich Man's Bi'other Became the 
Victim— Particulars of 
the Crime. 



New York, Oct. 21. — Hamlin >I. An- 
drus, secretary of the Arlington Chemi- 
cal Works located at Palisade avenue, 
waa instantly killed this morning by a 
dynamite bomb which the police think 
was placed there for the purpose of de- 
stroying life and property. There is a 
deep air of mystery about the aSait. The 
body of the victim was frightfully 
mangled by the explosion, and death 
must have come to him instantly. He 
waa a man of wealth and lived here in 
handaome style with hia family. It was 
a few minutes after 8 o'clock when a 
terrible explosion occurred which shook 
the factory building and waa accom- 
panied by the sound of crashing glass 
and a volume of smoke. A wild rush 
was made by the factory employes to the 
office. They were headed by young 
Andrus. 

The young man was the first to enter 
the office, and his eyes fell on a horrible 
sight. The floor of that portion of the 
oflice building occupied by his father 
was covered with glass, mortar and 
broken ofiice furniture. In one corner 
of the room the young man saw the 
bleeding and mangled body of his 
father, partly covered with the debris. 
The body was in a terrible condition. It 
had been cbmpletely disembowelled, the 
face and front of the skull had been 
blown otr and the left arm .torn from 
the trunk. The legs and body were also 
terribly mangled. 

An investigation was inatituted, and 
imbedded in the flesh of the dead man 
were found several pieces of cast iron. 
Other pieces corresponding to these were 
found in the ollice. They were carefully 
]>laced together, and although all the 
pieces were not found there were 
enough of them to show that the bomb 
or machine that exploded was a piece of 
cast iron pipe about six inches in length 
by one and a half incliea in diameter. 
Fastened to either end of this pipe was 
a cap which screwed on. Tlio odor after 
the explosion and the volume of smoke 
indicated that the e.s plosive was either 
dynamite or giant powder. 

.So far no motive has been disclosed 
for the nmrder of Hamlin Andrus. He 
wag popular with all in Yonkera, and 
was essentially a home man. Late this 
afternoon, liowever, information waa re- 
ceived by the police of a startling char- 
acter which may aid in the solu- 
tion of the mystery. It was 
to the effect that the bomb was 
intended for John F. Andrus, brother of 
the dead man, several times a million- 
aire, John F. Andrus did not appear at 
the office of the chemical company this 
morning as was his custom. On learn- 
ing of the explosion and the death of his 
brother ho hurried to the police station 
and communicated with Captain Magin. 

To the captain ho said that the exj)los- 
ion of the bomb might have been the 
work of anarchists and ollered an ex- 
planation for hia belief. Alwut three 
weeks ago, he said, ho was walking along 
Wall street. Now York, when he waa 
accosted by a rather seed^ looking indi- 
vidual, who took him by the 
arm ' and said : " Mr. Andrus, 
you are a very wealthy man. 
Vou have too much money, and I am 
one of a number of people who believe 
that you ought to distribute at least one- 
third of what yon have among the rioor. 
You will either do this or there will boa 
way found of compelling you to do it." 

Andrus, according to his story, paid 
little or no attention to . the man at the 
time. Up to the present time no arrests 
have been made. 



CONDITIONS OP GLOOM. 

Situation In Spain Most Disbeartenlng— 
National Pride Alone Impels 
Cobesion. 

Lo.NDo.v, Oct. 22, — A Madrid dispatch 
to the Standoi'd says: ''The (Jueen 
Begent presided at a council of minis- 
ters to-day.

A sort of instinctive 
presentiment impels the nation to show 
cohesion and a iuiughty determination 
with a view to avoiding international 
complications and the possible interven- 
tion of the United States,

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

The " Glenogn" Beparte— Yesterday's Seal- 
ing Arrtvals—Anottaer Vessel in 
Ballast in the Roads. 

When day dawned yesterday there was 
a big fleet of sealers at anchor in James 
Bay, some five or six having arrived 
during the night. There are now but 
two to return, it being probable that the 
whole fleet will be home this week. The 
latest in are the Ocean Belle, Captain 
Whidden, with 317 skins for the Sea;, 
the C. D. Rand, Capt. J. O. Townsend, 
with 0(39: the Mary Ellen, Capt. D. Mc- 
Phee, with 536; and the Libbie, Capt. 
F. Ilackett, with 593. 

The wreck of the old American bark 
Sonoma, on the coast of ,7apan, in an un- 
fortunate starter for the 18'Jl)-'J7 grain 
and flour fleet, that vessel being the first 
to leave Portland tiie present season. 
She sailed from Portland August 3, with 
15,035 barrels of flour, valued at .$41,000, 
for Vladivostock, .Siberia, and while no 
particulars of the disaster have been re- 
ceived, it ia thought that she met her 
fate while passing through Sanger straits, 
near Hakodate. 

Schooner Stella Erland, with forty 
Cook inlet miners, reached Seattle on 
Tuesday afternoon. Eobert Callaghau 
was in charge. The Erland lost her 
rudder 200 to 300 miles out and camo in 
with a makeshift afl'air. She struck a 
hurricane, but otherwise safely rode the 
voyage out. She was thirty days on the 
trip. The men report having a good 
deal of gold dust. 

Tug Lome, which towed the shi)) City 
of Glasgow into the Koads yesterday 
morning after taking the Prince Victor 
to sea from Esquimalt, left with the 
salmon-laden ship filenogil last evening. 
A passenger on the Glenogil is Mrs. 
Stevenson, wife of the captain, who will 
make the voyage to England with him. 

To-day the tug Astoria will make her 
lirst tow under her new management, 
leaving here for Tacoma with the ship 
British General, anchored at present in 
Royal Roads, and whieb haa received a' 
charter to load wheat. 

Yesterday evening the sealer Arietls 
arrived from a long cruise oflf the coast 
of .Tai)an and in Behring Sea. Her work 
during the season is represented by 1,472: 
skins, -i-lO of which wero taken in the 
Sea. 

With all the freight she could carry 
and a large number of passengers, in- 
cluding the Indian crews of several seal- 
ing vessels, the Maude sailed on her 
regular coast trip last night. 

Captain Hannah, of the British ship- 
Cabul, which arrived iu the Roada last 
week, reports having spoken the ship- 
Hyderabad, 08 days out from San Fran- 
cisco, in lat. 17 S., long. 130 W. 

The whaloback steamer City of Ever- 
ett ia now on the Escjuimalt marine rail-- 
rood receiving repairs which, it is ex- 
pected, will take this week to complete. 

The British ship City of Glasgow, 1,120- 
tons, Oapt. Price, arrived iuBoyal Beads ■ 
yesterday morning, 30 days from Gallao. 
She cornea in ballast to await orders. 

The Gennan bark Marie Berg, lumber 
laden for Scotlaiul, waa towed out to sea 
from Vancouver by the tug Sea Lion on 
Tuesday. 

Tho bark Drummock has left Vancou- 
ver for the Sound, where the balance of ' 
her cargo will be discharged.
